Tb» spJeDdid ca^o rffeicd to Ibepatronsof 
^orth jesteide j ^as tba means of bringing ont 
prcbEbly tbe beet crowd of tbe present meeting. 
Tba track wes in pretty fair sb a pa, but good 
tima wsB spoiled on ac-cennt of a crisp wind 
that blew heavily all afternoon. The mneh- 
mooted qnesticn as to tbe best threa-year-old 
now racing in tbe west was finally settled, the 
lanrels going to Denman Thompson, which won 
one of the most stcsational races rnn heraa* 
bent this year. Four of tba topnotebars among 
thret'jear-olds in Cbirago were brought to- 
gether by a epecial event called tbe Worth Fall 
Special, a daeh of one and ona-siztaenth miles^ 
with fl,£00 added. It was tbe fourth race on 
tbe card and proved to be one of the beet bet- 
ting affairs of the season. 

Bt. Marcos was always held as a prime favor- 
ite, his price hovering around the even money 
mark. Argregor was made 'second choice with 
many supporters while Biz Shooter and Den- 
man Thempson were the outsiders. The talent 
picked upon tbe race as a battle royal between 
the two choices giving but little thought to Biz 
Shooter and Denman Thompson. To a splendid 
start Bt. Marcos shot to the front with Argregor 
lapped on. They ran at break neck speed all 
the way down tbe back stretch and into the final 
quarter neither yielding an inch up to this 
point. Along about the last eighth Bt. Marcos 
cracked and began to fall back slightly and it 
began to look like Argregor’s race but quicker 
than it can be told Blake, wbo bad ridden a 
waiting lace on Denmon Thempson, brought 
him up with a lush and be got clear of Ar 
gregor opposite the paddock gate. Denman 
Thompson cs me on with resolution and stalled 
off Argregor’s game rally in the last fifty yards 
going over tbe line a short neck in the lead 
under a fierce drive. Bt. Marcos also recovered 
in the final eighth and finished strongly, but 
could not quite get up, Argregor nailing him a 
head on the pest for second place. Biz Shooter 
was fourth a length back. Denman Thompson’s 
victory was due to a clever ride and being held 
aloof from tbe hot pace that was maintained 
by tbe two leaders for the first seven furlongs. 
Argregor finally ran Bt. Marcos into submission 
but in doing so ran.bimself into wearinets. It 
was a great race. 

Money Muss still continues to demonstrate 
that be is a sprinter of good class, taking an- 
other race yesterday in a merry tilt with Bevoy. 
It was in tbe fifth, a dash of siz furlongs. He 
and Bevoy ran lapped from flag drop until just 
after turning for home, whore the former drew 
gradually away and bad a lead of about a 
length at the last eighth post. Bevoy rallied, 
however, and closed up again, but Money Muss 
would not be denied, standing his bid with 
firmness and finally passing over the line a neck 
in the lead handily. Gonfalon was third four 
lengths away. Be ran a dull race. Evidently 
his last few races over atlistanceof ground bad 
taken some of his speed away from him. Bum- 
mer, thought by many to have a chance, was 
never a serious contender. Georgie as usual 
showed a turn of early speed. She lacks heart. 

Tbe day’s opener was taken by Little Scout, 
cleverly handled by Coburn. Ho laid him back 
of Throstle, the leader, until well straightened 
away for home, where, under a vigorous ride, 
he gradually forged to the front and remained 
there to the end, winning under pressure by a 
half length from Throstle, which beat Bag Tag 
the same distance for second place. The two 
latter ran in much improved form over their 
last few races. Pyrrho ran an indifferent 
fourth. He plainly showed that he rune best 
over a soft or muddy track. Outside of the 
first three there was not much action in the 



race. Bilk Cord, a hot favorite, finished last 
and ran a had looking race. 

Prince Blazes, despite his uncertain legs, put 
up a good race in the second race, a daeh of one 
and a sizteenth miles, beating Miss Liza in a 
gentle drive by a half length, while she in turn | 
beat El Ghor siz for second place. Miss Liza 
was scheduled to carry 92 pounds, but waived | 
the apprentice allowance, which caused her to 
shoulder 97 pounds. The eztra five pounds just 
about cost her the race. Canova’s dickey legs 
stood him in good stead for about seven fur- 
longs, when he began to tire, and finished hope- 
lessly beaten off. He has seen bis beet days. 

After Odnor was scratched in the fifth race 
and a new hook ordered Orontas was made an 
odds on favorite but put up a dismal perform- 
ance and was soundly beaten at tbe finish. The 
winner turned up in Hermencia against which 
as good as Si to 1 was laid. Jessie Jarboe led by 
a big margin for the first seven-eighths and then 
had enough, resigning the lead in favor of Mao 
Gyle, but long about the last sizteenth Cobum 
brought up Hermencia with a well-timed rush 
and in a vigorous finish got him across the line 
a neck in the lead. Mac Gyle beat Jessie Jar- 
boe three lengths for second place. Orontas 
was under a hard drive all the way. He ran far 
below bis best form. 

The last race of the day was taken by B. G. 
Foz, which shot into the lead after the first 
half mile had been run and easily maintained 
It thereafter to tbe end winning by four lengths 
from Oliver Me, which beat Andes three for 
second place. 

After betting was in progress on the fifth race 
it was discovered that Odnor’s weight ehouid 
have been seven pounds more than he had been 
carded to carry and on that account he was ez' 
cused from starting. 



COBH AM STUD BIBBS. 



Captain Merry, the widely known Los An- 
geles. Cal., turf writer, is tonring in England 
and in a recent letter to the Ban Francisco 
Breeder and Bportsman gives the following 
graphic description of the great sires at the 
famous Cobham Btud : 

''The Cobham Stud was a company organized 
after the death of Mr. William Blenkiron to 
take over the most of the horses belonging to 
the Middle Park Btud which made such fame 
for the decedent. Owing to some bad financial 
management the Cobham concern became in- 
solvent and finally passed into the bands of 
Mr. Allison, and tbe genial 'North Yorkshirc- 
man’ soon placed it on a paying basis which 1 
trust may long continue. 

"There are eight stallions now located at the 
farm, which is situated on the river Mole in one 
of tbe most beautiful portions of Surrey, nearly 
forty miles from London. The day was dark 
and lowering, but the ride was made in an 
hour, where we found a village cart drawn by a 
stout cob awaiting to take us to tbe farm nearly 
two miles away. The pleasant-faced 'North 
Yorkshire man’ met us at the door with his 
bonny wife and daughter by his side. After a 
glass of wine to keep out the cold we started for 
the stables, and the first of the sires that greeted 
our eye was that magnificent old brown horse, 
Trenton, now past 20. The old hero, who has 
the prettiest imaginable way of carrying his 
head, would readily pass for 14 and has his book 
filled for the nezt two years. Nothing could be 
more beautiful than the kindly glance of his 
handsome brown eyes, and his back is swayed 
but little with his two-score years. 

"Nezt to him stood the 'traveling,’ conquer- 
ing 'terror’ of Auetralia in the eighties— the big 
and beafltiful Abercorm a red chestnut with^ equal, 
mane and tail a still darker red than the rest 
of his coat. He won tventy-one races in all. 



only two of which were handicaps and in both 
of them he carried top weight, 135 pounds. Be 
is now seventeen, but owing to good care, he does 
not show it. His good temper also has much to 
do with this. Hie fee is fifty guineas and hie 
book is full for nezt year. I regard him as the 
truest ma(je and most perfect big horse that it 
has ever been my good fortune to see. 

Nezt came Aurum, the best three-year-old of 
his day at the antipodes, and I never before saw 
such a real prize fighter on four legs. He is now 
eight years old and built on lines very much like 
those of Luke Blackburn, a heavy body set on 
short lege. His sire was Trenton, and his dam. 
Aura, was own sister to the Admiral, thus giv- 
ing him two crosses of the great Fisherman. 
Aura also produced Auraria, the Melbourne Cup 
winner of 1895, at odds of SO to 1. Not only this, 
but she won the Victoria Oaks and dead-heated 
Wallace, a Derby winner, for the Fisher Plate 
at two and one- half miles all in the same week. 
Aurum is becoming already a great favorite 
with the select English breeders. 

" 'Now, here’s a fellow you may like or may 
not, but I sent him out to the colonies at 800 
guineas and bought him back at 3,400, so you 
can judge if I have a liking for him or not,’ 
said Mr. Allison. The good natured groom 
opened the door and here stood a dark brown 
horse— Bill of Portland, by the unbeaten Bt. 
Simon. I think him the finest looking Black- 
lock horse 1 ever saw. He was just low enough 
in flesh to show his magnificent conformation 
and has a racy cut about him that captures you 
at the very first glance. Of course Florizel has 
furnished the first and second horses in a St. 
Leger, which has been true of none other since 
Stockwell, but 1 shall be surprised to find him 
as shapely a horse as Bill of Portland, which 
was the only horse in Australia to head the list 
at the close of his third season. He was very 
gentle, though no more so than any of the rest 
of the Cobham sires; and I feasted my eyes on 
him as he stood in his boz and sniffed the 
murky autumn air with his great flaring nos< 
trils. 

"Bir Tristan, a five-year- old bay with a very 
intelligent face and superb propelling power, 
occupied the nezt boz. His breeding is ezeep* 
tionally good, being by Bend d’Or— Angola, by 
Macheath, from Angelica (dam of Orme and sis- 
ter to St. Simon), by Galopin. If there is any 
better bred horse than be 1 don’t know where to 
look for him. 1 have already written to one of 
your prominent breeders advising him to pur- 
chase this splendid young horse, even though he 
is affected in his wind. Prince Charlie was 
roarer, but if he were alive his book would be 
full at $1,000. 

"Merman came nezt, the greatest foreign bred 
horse that ever tramped the English turf ezeept 
Gladiateur, He won the Lewie Handicap and 
Cesarewitch in his first season in England, tbe 
Jockey Club Cup in the second, the Goodwood 
Cup and Goodwood Btakeson consecutive days 
in his third and the Ascot Gold Cup in his fourth. 
He is a very dark chestnut with a narrow blaze 
and is rapidly thickening out into a superb look- 
ing horse. Perhaps his greatest performance 
was his second to Fourise in the Priz Dearville 
in France, in which he carried 145 pounds to 
Fourise’s 123. He made a very good season at 
ICO guineas this year, having retired from the 
turf a perfectly sound horse. 

"The last horse shown was Baliol, now in his 
twenty-third year and the last surviving son of 
the great Blair Athol, wbo died at this place. 
His dam was also the dam of that consistent 
performer and most worthy sire, Doncaster. 
For bone and substance I can hardly recall his 
He has a blaze face and four legs white 
to the knees and hocks, thus resembling his 
sire more than any other horse he ever got.” 



AS TO HEWPOHT. 



Manager Frank Fowler of the Queen City 
Jockey Club does not take kindly to the racing 
program recently outlined by Mr. W. O. Parmer 
and, according to the Cincinnati Commercial- 
Tribune, delivered hie views as follows Thurs- 
day: 

I notice that some one has kindly announced 
just what the Newport track will do in the 
future. You can say for me— and make it as 
strong as you please— that when it comes to 
selecting dates for the Newport track 1 am the 
one who will do it. Newport will open when it 
gets ready, and conflict with whichever track it 
pleases— be it Latonia or Louisville. Our track 
occupies an independent position, and no matter 
whether the turf situation is alterei or not we 
will hold a spring meeting and consult nobody’s 
interests but our owu. I am thankful to the 
gentleman for the consideration he has shown 
Newport, but as for the circuit he has framed 
up, why, it doesn’t go for me. 

Whether we will hold a fall meeting or not 
depends upon what is going to be done between 
the turf factions. The Turf Congress was sup 
posed to hold a meeting last week, bat there 
was no call issued. 

"It is possible that only Bt. Louis will be 
taken into the fold of the Western Jockey Clubi 
while the rest of the Turf Congress will be al- 
lowed to shift for itself. I ezeept Nashville, 
which I hear is trying hard to break in. That 
doesn’t worry me a particle. As I said before, 
we can take care of ourselves aud will hold a 
meeting nezt spring no matter which way the 
cat jumps. 

' 'I am glad to see that Louisville will hold a 
meeting over the Douglass track, for it will give 
some of the horsemen who came this way on 
somebody else’s say so — not mine— a chance to 
earn a little winter oats.’ ” 



BABATOOA’B NBW STAKES. 



The calendar of this week announces the 
conditions of the big stakes to be run over the 
Baratoga track iu 1903 and 1904. The stakes for 
1903 are the Bpinaway for two-year-old fillies 
and the Hopeful for two-year-olds, both of 
course being for foals of 1901. The Spinaway is 
of the guaranteed value of $14,000 and the Hope- 
ful of $25,000, The two stakes to be run in 1904 
are the Great Bepublic for now foals and up- 
ward of the guaranteed value of $50,000 and the 
Hopeful which is of the eetimathed value of 
$40,000, being made a produce stake for this 
year as it no doubt will be thereafter. Entries 
to these rich events will close December 2. 1901. 
The conditions of the most important stake, 
the Great Kepnblic, read as follows,: 

For now foals and upward.— The Saratoga 
Association to gnarantee the gross value of the 
stakes to be $50,000, of which the owner of the 
second horse shall receive $5,500 and the owner 
of the third horse $2,500. The nominator of the 
winner to receive $2,000 ont of the stakes. Lia- 
bilities as follows : 

For now foals— By subscription of $10 each. 
If left in after August 1, 1932, a further sub- 
scription of $25 ; if left in after January 1,1903, 
a further subscription of $75 ; and if left in after 
January 1, 1904, a further subscription of $125. 

For now yearlings.— By subscription of $50 
each. If left in after March 1, 1902, a further 
subscription of $50 each; if left in after Janu- 
ary 1, 1903, a further subscription of $150 each; 
and if left in after January 1, 1904, a further 
subscription of $150 each. 

For now two-year-olds aud upward.— By sub* 
scription of $200 each. If left iu after March 1, 
1902, a further subscription of $100; if left in 
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CHICAGO, ILL., OCTOBER 17, 1901.

This race 
wUl be worth $4,500, and wiU be the star eyent 
of the meeting. The meeting wiU last flom 
April 24 to May 3, nine days of racing.
